But  we  are  inclined  to  think  this  position 
covers  a  fallacy.  Every  public  measure 
must  be  thought  out,  elaborated  and  clearly 
pretented  in  deuil  before  it  can  awaken  an 
effective  public  interoat  and  be  ready  for 
tbe  act iou  of  a  public  assembly.  This  re¬ 
quires  an  intelligent,  thoughtful,  inter- 
eeted  mind  or  minds,  and  perhaps  pro- 
feasiooel  engineering  skill.  Th#  Tn*n 
Committee  is  the  only  party  the  people 
can  look  to  to  devise  and  inaugural#  these 
Indiapcnaibls  preliminaries. 

T»ke,  for  ineteoce,  tbe  matter  of  Drain 
aob  -*  subject  of  tha  utrnoat  importance 
to  the  beet  inlereste  of  our  town,  present 
aod  future.  What  can  an  open  town 
masting  do  towards  it  till  tbe  inspection
